Akinyele  Umoja  is  the  office  manager  and  volunteer  coordinator  of 
KPFK.  He  has  been  an  active  part  of  the  KPFK  staff  since  February  1982. 
Akinyele  came  to  KPFK  after  working  for  California  State  University,  Los 
Angeles  campus  Multicultural  Pride  Program  for  SVi  years,  SVi  as  program 
coordinator.  The  Multicultural  Pride  Program  is  responsible  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  history  and  culture  of  Third  World  communities  in  Los  Angeles 
City  and  County  Schools. 

Akinyele,  a  native  of  Southern  California,  grew  up  in  the  Compton  area. 
After  graduating  from  Comptom  High  School  in  1972,  Akinyele  continued 
his  formal  education  at  Compton  College,  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles,  and  at  California  State  University  at  Los  Angeles,  where  he  is  a 
student  in  AfroAmerican  Studies  and  Business  Administration.  Even  though 
he  has  been  a  student  and  a  worker,  Akinyele  has  been  very  actively  in- 
volved in  political  and  community  struggles  for  the  last  ten  years. 

Akinyele  has  been  an  active  fighter  in  such  issues  as  police  abuse,  politi- 
cal prisoners,  quality  education,  African  liberation  and  other  national  liber- 
ation struggles.  Akinyele  helped  found  the  Center  for  Black  Survival— a 
community  center  in  South  Central  Los  Angeles  which  holds  regular  forums 
on  community,  national  and  international  issues  and  has  several  grassroots 
programs,  including  a  food  coop,  a  children's  bookstore,  a  weekend  tutorial 
program,  and  a  martial  arts  program.  His  activities  in  the  community  and 
experiences  are  primarily  responsible  for  his  being  invited  as  a  lecturer  and 
speaker  at  U.C.L.A.,  U.C.  Berkeley,  Cal  Poly  Pomona,  L.A.  City  College, 
several  secondary  schools  in  Southern  California,  and  he  has  also  been  a 
guest  on  Southern  California  radio  and  talk  shows. 

Akinyele  has  been  married  for  1%  years  to  Joy  Aminata  Umoja,  and  they 
are  expecting  a  family  addition  in  early  spring.

Listener

Challenge  '83  focuses  our  atten- 
tion outwardly  to  expanding  our 
listening  audience,  and  inwardly  to 
improving  the  quality  of  our  pro- 
gramming. We  do  not  foresee  major 
changes  in  programming  in  the  near 
future,  but  there  will  be  schedule 
changes,  moving  program  times  and 
reorganizing  presentation,  and  there 
will  be  a  continued  dedication  to 
increased  diversity  within  our  pro- 
gram schedule.  We  will  be  working 
with  program  producers  to  broaden 
the  cooperation  among  producers 
to  provide  the  kind  of  exciting 
cross-fertilization  which  can  take 
place  when  that  cooperation  exists. 
We  will  be  working  on  increased 
collaboration  among  the  different 
Pacifica  stations  and  through  the 
Pacifica  News  Service  in  Washing- 
ton. That  service  is  "going  on  the 
satellite"  soon  and  the  improved 
audio  quality  will  increase  its  use 
throughout  community  radio.  We 
will  be  discussing  the  further  dis- 
tribution of  news  and  public  affairs 
material  on  the  satellite,  and  we 
will  expand  distribution  of  the 
Spanish  language  news,  Noticiero 
Pacifica. 

This  national  cooperation  will 
allow  us  to  bring  together  people 
from  all  of  our  signal  areas  to  ad- 
dress crucial  issues.  Such  a  program 
was  broadcast  on  January  8th  origi- 
nating at  WBAI  in  New  York  and 
featuring  a  discussion  of  workers 
input  into  plant  closings  and  in- 
vestment issues,  with  national  live 
call-ins. 

For  this  month  of  programming 
we  begin  our  monthly  theme.  Chal- 
lenge '83  plan,  with  outreach  to 
the  black  community  around  our 
special  and  regular  programming. 
We  will  be  working  with  KPFK 
Friends,  the  local  board,  communi- 
ty organizations  and  programmers, 
to  reach  new  listeners  and  develop 
closer  working  relationships  with 
community  leaders,  activists,  ar- 
tists, and  listeners. 
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KPFK's  News  programming  is 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of 
news  correspondents  from  Europe, 
as  a  result  of  Marc  Cooper's  recent 
travels. 
Program  Director  Search 

Peter  Franck,  President  of  Paci- 
fica, has  rendered  his  final  decision 
in  the  appeal  of  Clare  Spark  from 
her  termination  as  KPFK  Program 
Director.  The  decision,  based  upon 
the  findings  of  the  KPFK  Grievance 
Committee,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion of  an  appeals  committee,  ap- 
pointed by  the  President,  upholds 
the  termination.  Because  Clare  has 
indicated  that  she  wishes  the  report 
to  remain  a  part  of  her  confidential 
personnel  file,  there  will  be  no  pub- 
lic release. 

As  with  personnel  issues  in  the 
past,  the  station  and  Pacifica  is 
faced  with  a  dilemma  imposed  by 
respect  for  the  employees'  rights 
to  be  informed.  We  chose  to  weigh 
heavily  on  the  employees'  rights, 
and  to  trust  that  the  public  trust 
can  be  placed  in  the  process  of  re- 
view, which  involves  the  local  sta- 
tion board,  the  President  and  his 
advisors.  Those  wishing  to  know 
more  about  the  process  can  receive 
a  copy  of  the  Pacifica  Personnel 
policies,  and  a  description  of  the 
process,  by  sending  $2.00  and  self- 
addressed  stamped  envelope  to 
Pacifica  Policies,  KPFK,  Box  8639, 
Universal  City  CA.  91608. 

Ultimately  what  we  do  internal- 
ly must  be  judged  by  what  we  pro- 
duce on  public  record,  our  pro- 
gramming. Your  support  of  that, 
your  criticism  and  help  is  solicited 
in  making  KPFK's  programming 
the  most  effective  in  serving  the 
goals  of  Pacifica: 

Goals    Statement    (from    the   Arti- 
cles of  Incorporation,  1946): 

In  radio  broadcasting  opera- 
tions to  encourage  and  provide  out- 
lets for  the  creative  skills  and  ener- 
gies of  the  community;  to  conduct 
classes  and  v/orkshops  in  the  writ- 


ing and  producing  of  drama;  to  es- 
tablish av\iards  and  scholarships  for 
creative  writing;  to  offer  perfor- 
mance facilities  to  amateur  instru- 
mentalists, choral  groups,  orches- 
tral groups  and  music  students;  and 
to  promote  and  aid  other  creative 
activities  which  will  serve  the  cul- 
tural   welfare    of  the  community. 

In  radio  broadcasting  operations 
to  engage  in  any  activity  that  shall 
contribute  to  a  lasting  understand- 
ing between  nations  and  between 
the  individuals  of  all  nations,  races, 
creeds  and  colors;  to  gather  and  dis- 
seminate information  on  the  causes 
of  the  conflict  between  any  and  all 
of  such  groups;  and  through  any 
and  all  means  compatible  with  the 
purposes  of  this  Corporation,  to 
promote  the  study  of  political  and 
economic  problems  and  of  the 
causes  of  religious,  philosophical 
and  racial  antagonisms. 

In  radio  broadcasting  operations 
to  promote  the  full  distribution  of 
public  information;  to  obtain  access 
to  sources  of  news  not  commonly 
brought  together  in  the  same  medi- 
um; and  to  employ  such  varied 
sources  in  the  public  presentation 
of  accurate,  objective,  comprehen- 
sive news  on  all  matters  vitally  af- 
fecting the  community. 

We  thus  begin  the  search  for  a 
Program  Director.  Following  is  the 
job  announcement  which  will  be 
circulated  nationally.  The  staff  and 
volunteers  will  be  involved  directly 
in  the  interview  and  screening  pro- 
cess, and  will  make  one  or  more 
final  recommendations  to  me.  The 
final  decision  is  mine.  We  plan  to 
complete  the  process  by  March  15.

Transmitter 

The  antenna  has  been  on-the-air 
since  mid-December,  running  off 
the  old  transmitter.  All  of  the  new 


equipment  was  trucked  to  Mt.  Wil- 
son during  the  first  week  of  Janu- 
ary, and  the  complicated  process 
of  connecting  the  new  and  dis- 
connecting the  old  has  begun.  Even 
with  the  old  transmitter  (which  give 
us  about  one-third  of  normal  pow- 
er), we  are  getting  reports  of  im- 
proved reception  in  many  areas, 
and  worse  reception  in  just  a  few. 
The  problem  areas  should  experi- 
ence improvement  to  at  least  their 
former  level,  when  the  rest  of  the 
transmitter  is  in  place  and  we  are 
at  full  power. 

During  the  next  2  weeks  (Jan. 
11  to  Jan.  25),  we  will  be  installing 
the  new  UHF  link  to  get  us  around 
the  building  which  has  blocked  our 
signal.  The  right  channel  back- 
ground noise  is  resulting  from  that 
interference. 

Your  feedback  has  been  helpful 
in  spotting  problems  and  letting  us 
know  how  good  or  bad  things  are- 
please  keep  writing  to  us  with  signal 
information. 
Building  Plans 

There  has  been  little  action  on 
our  building.  We  are  in  the  process 
of  responding  to  the  lower  interest 
rates,  by  refinancing  the  short  and 
long  term  debt  of  that  station.  If 
this  is  completed  we  will  have  sta- 
bilized the  financial  position  of 
KPFK,  and  will  not  have  to  spend 
time  trying  to  rob  Peter  to  pay 
Paul.  We  are  working  with  some  po- 
tential investors  who  may  be  able 
to  help  us  out  in  the  building  pro- 
ject. If  you  would  be  interested  in 
long-term  investment  to  help  KPFK 
please  call  or  write  me. 
Fund  Drives  for  the  Future 

We  have  just  completed  an  ex- 
tensive discussion  of  our  Fund 
Drive  planning  and  implementation. 
We  have  had  several  issues  under 
discussion  we  are  contemplating 
scheduling  our  drives  for  2  weeks 
every  3  months  (instead  of  4  weeks 
in  the  fall  and  4  in  the  spring,  sep- 
arated by  3  weeks).  We  are  current- 
ly    analyzing     the     consequences. 


Your  input  would  be  helpful. 

We  have  also  discussed  the  use 
and  misuse  of  premiums,  and 
would  be  interested  in  hearing  from 
you  as  to  the  importance  of  receiv- 
ing the  gifts  offered  during  the 
fund  drives,  or  as  renewal  incen- 
tives. We  are  leaning  in  the  direc- 
tion of  less.  We  recently  experi- 
enced terrible  problems  when  the 
company  we  used  for  cassette  du- 
plication for  the  premiums  had 
equipment  problems  and  was  una- 
ble to  deliver  for  a  whole  month. 
Our  apologies  to  the  victims.  We 
had  previously  good  experience 
with  this  company.  In  the  future 
we  will  restrict  the  use  of  such 
premiums  to  those  already  dupli- 
cated in  quantity. 
Happy  New  Year 

On  balance  I  look  to  1983  to  be 
a  significant  year  of  growth  and  or- 
ganization. As  I  stressed  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  report,  we  are  work- 
ing for  close  cooperation  and  colla- 
boration to  be  the  underpinning 
of  that  growth.

This  month,  we  are  dedicating 
each  Morning  Reading  to  the  cele- 
bration of  Black  History  Month. 

"In  all  the  books  that  you  have 
studied,  you  never  studied  Negro 
history,  have  you?  You  studied 
about  the  Indian  and  white  folks, 
but  what  did  they  tell  you  about 
the  Negro?  If  you  want  Negro  his- 
tory, you  will  have  to  get  it  from 
somebody  who  wore  the  shoe  .  .  ." 
(Ex-slave,  Tennessee). 

To  Be  a  Slave  was  written  by  Ju- 
lius Lester  and  published  in  1968. 
It  IS  an  authentic  documentation  of 
what  people  felt  and  lived  during 
the  period  of  black  slavery  in  the 
U.S.  Testimony  was  taken  from 
thousands  of  escaped  slaves  during 
the  early  19th  century  by  northern 
abolitionist  groups.  Further  inter- 
views with  survivors  were  recorded 
by  the  Federal  Writers  Pr6ject  in 
the  1930's.  From  this  material  Ju- 
lius Lester  selected  passages  and  he 
presents  them  with  descriptive  in- 
formation drawn  from  his  many 
hours  of  reading  the  narratives.  The 
readings  from  To  Be  a  Slave  were 
produced  by  Ahna  Armour,  who 
has  been  with  KPFK  since  1973. 
She  has  chosen  eight  voices  to 
highlight  the  texture  of  the  work. 
Musical  selections  were  chosen 
either  for  thier  authenticity  or  be- 
cause their  content  serves  as  punc- 
tuation within  the  work.  This  read- 
ing will  be  in  ten  parts  beginning 
Monday,  February  7  through  Fri- 
day, February  18,  11:30  a.m.  to 
12  noon. 

Black  Courage:  Up  Close  and 
Personal.  A  series  of  remarkable 
personal  episodes  from  the  lives 
of  such  giants  as  Frederick  Doug- 
lass, Sojourner  Truth,  Nat  Turner, 
W.E.B.  DuBois,  Malcolm  X.  and 
Martin  Luther  King,  among  others. 
Recounted  in  their  own  words, 
these  moving  selections  give  un- 
common insight  into  the  private 
motivations— and  costs— of  Black 
heroism.  These  readings  are  pro- 
duced  and   read   by   Pierre  Baston, 
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and  will  be  broadcast  in  5  parts  be- 
ginning on  Monday,  February  21 
through  Friday,  February  25  from 
1 1 :30  a.m.  to  12  noon.
